Liquor Licenses 
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Liquor—Then and Now

In an address at the annual national convention of the Wo- 
men’s Christian Temperance Union in San Francis¢o a few 
days ago the president of that organization, Mrs. Ida B, Wise 
Smith, gave some figures that should be of great interest to 


the people of the nation—pertaining especially to the growth 
of the liquor traffic during the five years since the repeal of 
prohibition. She pointed out that during the past sixty-three 
months more than $13,250,000,000 has been spent for liquor in 


400,000 places licensed to sell the stuff—in the last year alone 
$3,500,000,000 having been diverted from wholesome channels 
to the retail liquor trade. 


The liquor business has returned to the federal government 
less than seventeen cents for each gallon sold—and to the state 
less than nine cents in addition. Those interested in promot- 


ing the repeal of prohibition were loud in their claims as to how 
greatly the farmer would be benefited when licensed liquor 
eame back—but now we are told that the farmer has been re- 
ceiving less than three per cent of the value of his marketable 
crop. However, it is shown that during the past four years 
$95,000,000 has been spent for liquor propaganda—and we ean 
well believe that statement when we consider how much of | 
such propaganda comes to this small neWspaper, 

It is generally conceded, we believe, that none of the prom- 
ises made in order to secure repeal of prohibition has been liv- 
ed up to. On the other hand, the saloon is back with us in 
worse form than during its palmiest days before prohibition— 
worse because it now not only caters to women, but because 
they patronize such places in large numbers. Thus it is mak- 
ing drunkards of women as well as men—while the youth are 
also being intrigued into becoming habitual drinkers of the 
demoralizing stuff. This means we are to have with us a large 
number of inebriates for years to come, 

The following comment by the Los Angeles Times is inter- 
esting and to the point: 

‘No one can pretend to believe that liquor’s influence 
makes for more decent living or better citizenship. It has 
piled up its aggregation of wealth by catering to and en- 
couraging the most pitiable weakness in human nature, 
the appetite for intoxicants, 

““While the liquor interests have thus been consolidat- 
ing their gains the friends of temperance have been sitting 
on the sidelines and doing little to counteract the dan- 
gerous drinking practices into which the country has 
drifted. 

“More militant temperance is the need of the Ameri- 
can people. What better time to revivify the old fighting 
spirit of the White Ribbon Crusaders, asks Mrs. Smith. 
than next year’s centennial anniversary of the birth. of 
their founder and leader, Frances E. Willard ?”’ 

*‘Militant temperance’’ is the real need in combatting the 
liquor evil. Liquor interests are on the front lines of the bat- 
tle at all times—and mere passive opposition to the objection- 
able traffic will never accomplish the desired results. Un- 
doubtedly booze is now at its greatest height—and liquor in- 
terests are not going to ‘‘lay down on the job.’’ It will not 
observe the laws laid down to govern it and it will take an 
aroused people to defeat the traffic.

Millions More Must Pay Taxes 


At last—it seems that the inevitable is about to come to pass. 

It has been announced that the national treasury depart- 
ment is considering a plan whereby many millions more per-| 
sons will be included among those paying income taxes—and 
the rates for those of moderate incomes and rich corporations 
will be increased. First portion of the plan would be accom- 
plished by starting to levy income taxes against incomes in 
lower brackets than now in effect. For instance, the under- 
secretary of the treasury, said to be Uncle Sam’s foremost tax 
expert, has called attention to the plan of Senator LaFollette 
of Wisconsin—which would lower the exemption for single 
persons from $1,000 to $800, while heads of families would 
have to pay taxes on incomes of $2,000 instead of starting at 
$2,500, the present figure. 

Such a change in the income tax provisions of the federal 
government would add about 10,000,000 persons to the nun- 
ber already paying income taxes—-concerning which the San 
Bernardino Sun comments as follows: 

“When that day arrives—and it will arrive—the na- 
tion will suddenly become conscious of its huge expendi- 
tures. It is no longer possib%e to get much more money 
out of the rich. There is only one other place to turn and 
that is to those who have the so-called ‘comfortable  in- 
comes,’ men and women who make a fair living and could 
spare, under the pressure of the law, a few more dollars 
for taxes. In the aggregate this group possesses the real 
income of the nation, because there are so many of them. 

*“We see no objection to the plan. The pain that it will 
cause the taxpayers will be offset by the pain it causes the 
tax-eaters. When 10,000,000 additional citizens are called 
upon to pay direct taxes there will be a much different in- 
terest in public expenditures. When the people actually 
realize that they are paying for all of the fancy ideas which 
they now demand they will not be in the parade leading 
to the pie counter. 

“Under the American formation of taxation the peo- 
ple pay all of the taxes—the common people pay them. 
But they do not realize it. The money is extracted in var- 
ious forms of hidden taxes which all business agencies are 
required to collect. The man in the street knows about 
the taxes on his property and the sales tax, but he doesn’t 
know about the rest of them, 

“It might be very helpful indeed if 10,000,000 addi- 
tional citizens were handed a written demand once each 
year by Uncle Sam to pay up for the fancy ideas in gov- 
ernment which they demand.’’
